Faculty Honor J. Paul Phillips 

Prof. J. Paul Phillips, whose untimely death last July 
shocked the entire student body and faculty, came to the 
new University of Tennessee Junior College in 1929 to serve 
as head of the education department. He had held this posi¬ 
tion continuously as the college grew from its small begin¬ 
nings to its present status. 

Dui ing his quarter century of service to this college and to 
the people of Tennessee, Mr. Phillips became the most be¬ 
loved member of tbe faculty. His field was education, but 
his main interest was people, young and old, and his one con¬ 
cern how he might best help these people achieve the goals 
they had set in life. 

Students, faculty, just plain people—they all sought out 
Mr. Phillips for advice in time of need or opportunity. And 
always he gave freely of his knowledge, his love for his fel¬ 
lows. The number of persons Mr. Phillips helped to get a start 
toward a higher and better life cannot he counted, but their 
total would undoubtedly be in the hundreds. 

Mr. Phillips carried this liking for people into the class¬ 
room. His lectures, his demonstrations, his friendly manner 
_all these made his classes among the most popular the col¬ 
lege has ever known. 

Institutions are but manifestations of the men who made 
them, and as such the teachings, the ideals of J. Paul Phillips 
remain an eternal part of the institution he loved and helped 
to build.

“Mr. Emotion,” as Johnnie has 
been tagged, worked as a night¬ 
club pianist and as a straight-man 
for a comic before he settled on 
singing for a career. If 1951. a 
Columbia Record representative 
heard him at a Detroit club and 
signed him to Columbia’s Okeh 
label. Johnnie cut Cry and The 
Little White Cloud That Cried, 
which became top sellers and 
launched'Johnnie on his fabulous 
career. His personal appearances 
thereafter broke records nearly 
everywhere he played, even top¬ 
ping the all-time mark for New 
York’s sophisticated Copacabana. 

Johnnie is a unique showman. 
His repertoire is sprinkled with 
songs in the pop, jazz, and relig¬ 
ious vein, all of which are deliv¬ 
ered with exaggerated gestures 
and cracking voice. And, yes, he 
really does cry onstage, but, con¬ 
fidentially, after he leaves the 
floor, he doesn’t do much sob¬ 
bing.

Lieutenant John F. Dawson, the 
Navy Aviation Cadet Procure¬ 
ment Officer at the Memphis Nav- 
Air Reserve Training Unit, has 
announced that young men may 
now apply for training as Naval 
Aviation Cadets and if selected 
may remain in school to complete 
the present semester or quarter 
of college. 

Select college graduates, col¬ 
lege students and former college 
students who have completed at 
least two years of study and are 
between the ages of 18 and 25 
years of age are now being se¬ 
lected at the Memphis, Tenn.. 
Naval Air Reserve Training Unit 
for 18 months of flight training 
at Pensacola, Florida, and Cor¬ 
pus Christ!, Texas. Lieutenant 
Dawson also stated that Naval 
Aviation Cadets are given a four 
year contract and that at the end 
of this period the young officer 
represents an investment of $100.- 
000—$65,000 of which is the cost 
of training a Naval pilot today. 

To qualify for the 18-month 
highly specialized aviation train¬ 
ing course candidates must pass 
the Navy’s aptitude and physical 
tests, be unmarried and must not 
have received notice to report for 
induction into any of the armed 
forces. Under special authorization 
college students who do not have 
the required 60 semester or 90 
quarter hours of schooling may be 
selected up to two months before 
they actually receive the required 
number of hours. Under no condi¬ 
tion wtll these students be ordered 
to active duty before they have 
the required number of hours. 

Interested applicants may re¬ 
ceive more Information about the 
Navy’s flight training program by 
writing or visiting the NavCad 
Procurement Office. Naval Air 
Reserve Training Unit. U. S. Nav¬ 
al Air Station. Memphis. Tennes¬ 
see. Applicants may request free 
transportation to Memphis for 
the aptitude and physical exami¬ 
nations which normally require 
about two days. While at Mem¬ 
phis all meals and lodging are 
provided free of charge.

engineering, etc. Although such a 
classification offers certain prob¬ 
lems in biology, English, etc., it 
seems that when all factors are 
considered the new catalogs will 
likely carry that decision. 

The faculty training of the staff 
at Martin was commended by the 
study committee. Several of the 
staff are about to receive their 
Master’s degrees, and as a whole, 
the staff at Martin in the future 
is destined to find itself with more 
persons holding the Ph. D degree. 
The teaching load at Martin was 
found to be in accord with the 
Association's standards. The li¬ 
brary was given a good rating. 

Permanent buildings were point¬ 
ed out as meeting the require¬ 
ments of the Association ade¬ 
quately. The SCA buildings which 
have just been constructed had 
been done creditably, but natur¬ 
ally. were not regarded as ade¬ 
quate long-range provisions. 

A student personnel officer 
will be designated for the 1954- 
session, giving the institution a 
single person directly responsible 
for certain student needs. 

According to the student com¬ 
ments to the study committee, the 
committee felt that the extra¬ 
curricular activities were serving 
their purpose well. 

In regard to educational ideals, 
the committee said: "The admin¬ 
istration. faculty, and students at 
the Martin Branch of the Uni- j 
versity of Tennessee are well I 
aware of their obligations to the 
good name of the University of 
Tennessee with which they are 
'inked in educational destiny. 
There seems to be no reason to 
doubt that they will live up to their 
charge. The committee recom¬ 
mended that the University at the 
Martin Branch study the provi¬ 
sion of more electives for the 
junior and senior years. The com¬ 
mittee raised a question of eligi¬ 
bility of students and athletes and 
their membership in the numer¬ 
ous clubs and organizations on 
the campus." 


All eligible students who intend 
to take the Selective Service Col¬ 
lege Qualification Test in 1954 
should file applications at once for j 
the April 22 administration. Se¬ 
lective Service National Headquar¬ 
ters advised today. 

An application and a bulletin of 
information may be obtained at 
any Selective Service local board. 
Following instructions in the bul¬ 
letin, the student should fill out 
his ^applications immediately and 
mail it in the special envelope pro¬ 
vided. Applications must be post¬ 
marked no later than midnight, 
March 8, 1954. Early filing will 
be greatly to the student’s advan¬ 
tage. 

Results will be reported to the 
student’s Selective Service local 
board of jurisdiction for use in 
considering his deferment as a 
student, according to Educational 
Testing Service, which prepares 
and administers the College Quali¬ 
fication Test.

They have improved enough since 
then to beat Lambuth—but Lambuth has always for some 
reason been tough for UT. Yet CBC beat Lambuth and 
Belmont took them 96-79 at Jackson a week after losing 
to the Vols. 

^ e L if the worst came to pass and all three games were 
lost, the Vols would still have the second-best record in the 
school’s history. But of course we want the BEST REC¬ 
ORD, not just second best. And the way Coach Burdette 
can rouse the team to the caliber of the opposition, we hope 
for a 2-1 record in the remaining games. 

What Does The Future Hold 
That the opposition is coming to fear the Vols is shown 
by the cancellations from Murray and Vanderbilt. Murray,, 
we understand, cancelled on the grounds several of its frosh 
stars had become ineligible. And Vanderbilt said much 
the same, several players had dropped out of school. Thus 
the games were cancelled. 

But the point is, they were cancelled because both teams 
know, one by personal experience and one from reports, 
that beating the Vols is tough—even for the junior var¬ 
sity of such a power as Murray and for the frosh team of 
a large school like Vanderbilt. Murray didn’t want the 
ignominy of another 90-73 walloping. Nor did Vandy. Thus 
the two cancellings are an indirect testimony to UT’s grow¬ 
ing reputation as a basketball power. 

We would guess that next year the Vols will very likely 
be playing the Austin Peay varsity rather than the ,JV 
team of this year. Chattanooga would be a crowd-drawer 
and ripe for the plucking—Lambuth downed the Mocs 96- 
84 last week. From there the teams wjjl range up to Ten¬ 
nessee Tech and others of similar caliber—and a few out- 
of-state teams, in addition to NW Miss., would add spice. 
Granted the Vols would lose a few, but Kentucky wouldn't 
be undefeated either if they were playing a schedule of 
major caliber. They haven’t played four recognized bas¬ 
ketball powers all year. And last week they dropped down 
to third in the UP poll with six experts not even listing 
them in the top TWENTY teams. 

After Basketball, What? 

Now that UT is growing in athletic prowess, it would 
be quite a thing if the school would see its way clear to 
fielding a baseball team, or if you prefer, track. The only 
spring sport engaged in is tennis. We think the tennis 
squad has done mighty well the last three years and cer¬ 
tainly hope it is continued. BUT baseball is the great game 
and we think considerable interest could be worked up in 
a team. 

Of course spring football is in the offing and a base¬ 
ball team might conflict with football—we don’t know. 
Anyway it won’t be long until softball rolls around. Some 
mighty hot games are usually the result. The only improve¬ 
ment we can think of here would be a system wherein full 
7-inning games might be played rather than the 3 or 4 in¬ 
ning affairs that have become common. Well, as one um¬ 
pire said, you can’t beat the hours.
